IL AV. Griffith’s “ Broken Blossoms” a1 
Lyceum Tonight and Tuesday 
Miss Lillian Gish who was first in­ 
troduced by David AV ark Griffith to 
the American public in “The Birth of 
a Nation,” now appears in “Broken 
Blossom s”—by far the most artistic 
production Mr. Griffith ever has done, 
showing at the Lyceum theatre to­ 
night and Tuesday. 
It is -quite certain that a girl less 
clever than Miss Gish 
might 
have 
found some difficulty in creating the 
illusion of a fifteen-year-old child of 
the E ast London slums. Yet there she 
is. one of the most pathetic and mov­ 
ing figures that has ever w rung the 
sym pathies of one’s heart through the 
medium of the cam era. 
W hen she is first seen on the screen 
you can believe at once th a t “for just 
over fifteen years this bruised little 


body had crept about Poplar and Lime- 
house.” 
Beaten alm ost daily by her 
drunken father; never knowing a kind 
or gentle word until it is spoken to 
her through the reverential love of a 
| Chinese Poet, she is yet able to po r­ 
tray just what her creator Burke says 
about her: 
“Yet for all the starved face and 
transfixed air, there was a lurking 
beauty about lier, a som ething that 
called you in the soft curve of her 
cheek that cried for kisses and was 
fed with blows; and in the splendid 
I mournfulness that grow in eyes and 
j lips. 
The fair hair chimed ag a in st 
J the pale face like the rounding of a 
verse. The blue cotton frock could not 
break the loveliness of h er slender fig­ 
ure or the shy grace of her m ovements 
as she flitted about the squalid alleys 
of the docks; though In all th at region 


of wasted life and toil and decay, 
there w as not one that noticed her, 
until—” 
It 
is her beauty that wakes the 
poetic heart of Cheng Hmm, and it 
is the m arvelous acting of Lillian Gish 
that justifies that tu rn in g from the 
h o rro r of life w ith B attling Burrow s 
to the alm ost religious w orship of the 
followers of Buddha. W ith wan smile 
forced by lier trem bling fingers; with ; 
sweet, sad eyes abrim 
w ith 
bitter 
tears, her sorrow ful face looks from 
the screen and in the soul of every 
rue man and woman it wakes thoughts 
that are full of a pure and holy sym­ 
pathy. 
It is clea r that the emotions 
that Mr. Griffith has so wonderfully 
perpetuated, sprang from the heart of 
Miss Gish, the clever actress who has 
always used her art to aid in his suc­ 
cess.
